"Put Your Score Where Your Mouth Is" 


A lot of NCCCers have been reviling 
the. Nor Cal DX and Contest Co-operative 
C )xCC) lately. “Let the Contest Club 


handle the contesting and the DX Club han- 
dle the DXing," is the primary alternative 


proposed, 


Much of the disenchantment with the Co- 


operative stems from accusations that it 
is a "paper club," and implications that 
the Contest Club is also a paper club, 

too, am 100% unhappy with the East Coast's 


inability to distinguish between these two 


organizations. We earned those Contest 

Club SS victories. 
as serving two main purposes: 1) easing 
political, and hence interpersonal, con- 
flict between the DX Club and the Contest 
Club; and 2) providing aelegal vehicle to 
combine the DX=contest scores of a group 
of people residing in the same 175-mile 
radius so that we can compete with other 
metropolitan areas which do. not have our 
political problems. 

There is no question that the level of 
co-operation in last year's ARRL DX Come 
petition was the highest since the forma- 
tion of the Contest Club, The club entry 
was good--and legale=#but not competitive, 
ai jnot as "spiritually" satisfying as the 
SS efforts seemed to be. An element of 
‘artificiality was, understandably, inter- 
twined with the spirit of co-operation. 

So much for past history, This year 
the Co-operative has wisely decided to

“Oh sure," you say, "there was ‘no or- 
ganization,’ so I couldn't get excited," 
Granted, But it seems to me that after 
2 (37!) years of national SS titles you 
would know that "organization," for the 
individual member, simply means, "Get on 
the air and make some points{" Others 
may be bitching about not having "a sta- 
tion" to operate, Bulishit--on two 
counts. For one thing, your own station 
(be it vertical or dipole or tri-bander 
or whatever) can be put on in a DX test; 
it is legal, though probably more work 
and less fun than using mono-band beams. 
Most of the top operators in this club 
came up the hard way, too; they'll give 
you credit for a good operating effort 
from a less fancy station, Second, why 
not arrange your own guest operator sit- 
uation? To do this, operate your own 
smaller station so well that you get a 
reputation as a good operator. Then, 
take the time to make friends with other 
Contest Club members whose stations you 
would like to try operating. Really get 
to know them as people, not just as 
"Sugar Daddies." Bear in mind that hav-= 
ing a guest-op for an entire weekend is 
an imposition involving meals, a place to 
sleep, etc. Also, ask yourself how you — 
would feel if a stranger walked up to you 
and, say, asked if he could borrow your 
stereo for the weekend. You might be re- 
ticent, 

With a string of SS victories and a 
number of individual triumphs under our 
belts, a lot of us NCCCers (myself in-~ 
cluded) have gotten pretty smug when 
talking about contesting. It seems to me 
that we need to spend more time putting 
our scores where our mouths are--and NOW 
is an important time to do it?

. Based on the CAC'ts recommendation, the - 
Headquarters staff was prepared to imple-~ 
j ment this three-tiered club competition — 
for the current contest season. However, 
at its July meeting the Board called for 
a study of a two-level club competition, 
‘and our headquarters liaison person was _. 
unable to gain the floor to point out 
that a three~Level competition was then 
about to be implemented, 

When that happened, our liaison person 
felte-and we concurred~<that it would be. 
improper to move ahead with our three-le~ 
vel club competition plan, pending fur- 
ther board review of the whole matter, 

Subsequently, our vice chairman (Ken . 
Bolin, WING) contacted Director Wicker, 
whose motion led to the request to study 
a two-level club competition. Mr. Wicker 
‘said he felt there would be no objection 
to the CAC "going one better" and stand- 
ing by its original proposal for a three- 
level club competition. Thus, the Contest 
Advisory Committee again voted in. favor 
of the three-tiered club competition plan, 
and now recommends that option for board 
consideration. We believe it best re- 
flects the needs of the league's affili- 
ated clubs, large and small." 

The CAC Annual Report also contained 
the following information on Minute 49 
of the January, 1977, ARRL BoD Meeting, 
which proposed taking tower heigth and 
power into account for determining con- 
test scores: 

"Our committee members appeared at the 
meetings of contest-oriented clubs and 
groups all over the country, consulting 
with many hundreds (and perhaps thousands) 
of radio amateurs. We found overwhelming 
opposition to the Minute 49 proposals a- 
mong. contest enthusiasts everywhere, Ul1~ 
timately, we reported this strong grass~ 
roots sentiment back to the board, and 
the Board wisely dropped the proposal,"

Advisory Committee, submitted to the ARRL| 
Board of Directors by the 1977 CAC Chair~- 
man, Dr. Wayne Overbeck, N6NB, It con= 
tains the CAC proposal for a three-tiered 
club competition, which was unanaimously 
adopted by the ARRL BoD at it's annual 
meeting Last month, 

' In recent years, it has becothe in- 
creasingly apparent that the typical 
ARRL-affiliated local radio club has lit- 
tle chance to win the gavel in club com- 
petition. As giant metropolitan clubs in 
the midwest and west emerged to challenge 
the traditionally-dominant giants of the 
east, the level of competition reached a-~ 
mazing heights. It was, of course, a 
shock to the 200-member, Washington, DC 
~based Potomac Valley Radio Club when the 
historic eastern monopoly of club gavels 
was broken by the San Francisco-based 
Northern California Contest Club's 180 
members in the 1975 SS. However, the 
only healthy response to this event--by 
PVRC, NCCC, and others~-was to seek an e~ 
ven bigger score the next year, 

" Yeanwhile, the three contest-oriented 
me.oers of the Poinsettia Radio Club in 
this writer's areae-and hundreds of 
others in grassroots clubs like it all a~ 
cross the land~-could only watch this de- 
velopment with awe. Nobody's hometown 
club could match these giants 

Recognizing this fact, the Contest Ad- 
visory Committee was studying various 
proposals for a revised club competition 
as early as mid-1976. By early 1977, we | 
had: formulated and voted upon a three- 
tiered approach to the club competition 
that would involve awarding three differ- 
ent gavels to the winners in three cate- 
gories, broken down by the size of the 
club's contest effort (in numbers of en- 
tries). 

Under the CACts proposed system, there 
was to be an "open'' class. for clubs cov~ 
ering a whole metropolitan area such as 
the Frankford (Philadelphia), Potomac 
Valley, Northern California or Murphy's 
Marauders (orignially Hartford-Boston) 
clubs. In this category, there would be 
no Limit on the number of entries permite 
te-
